- London, Nov. 11.—Several reports 


, from private and .press sources 
are 


current today that Port Arthur 
has 


fallen. 
No official confirmation 
has 


been received and Baron Hayashi, the 
Japaiiu.jH' minister, "says" he has 
re- 


ceived no intimation of such an event. 
A dispatch from Berlin! quotes thu 
Lokal Anzeger as containing a simi- 
lar report. The paper says General 
Stoessel will leave the 
port today. 


The paper adds that General 
Nogi, 


the Japanese conrnander, has 
been 


notified, by the hone government that 
he will be held responsible for 
the 


humar.e treatment of the surrendering 
Russians. This injunction has 
been 


pent him as a result of the reports 
that the Japanese troops were bitter 
because of the alleged killing of Jap- 
anese wounded by the Russians and 
that the surrender of the port would 
be a signal for the wholesale massa- 
cre of Russians in revenge for their 
inhuman treatment of thd Japanese. 


Rome, 
November 11 —The Agenzia 


Liberia has a dispatch from 
Chefoo 


today stating that a messenger from 
General Stcessel, in command of the 
Russian force at Port Arthur, arrived 
at Japanese headquarters. 
It is be- 


lieved his purpose; is to ascertain 
what conditions the Japanese would 
impose should the Russians surrender 
cf the Port. 


The reports of the fall of Port Ar 


thur today, while officially unconfirmed 
are believed to presage what is about 
to happen if it is not yet actually a 
fact. 


The siege of Port Arthur began with 


the second day of the Russo-Japanese 
war and in it the historian will find a 
history of brilliant 
achievements on 


one side and equally brilliant defense 
on the other Here it was that Admir- 
al Togo by his dashing aggressiveness. 
won a place for himself 
among the 


naval heroes of the world. His work 
to his country was invaluable. He so 
weakened Russia's naval power in the 
far East that Japan was able to trans- 
port troops and munitions to Korea 
and Manchuria, across the Japanese 
straits, practicallv from the beginning 
of the war. 
This open line of com- 


munication established 
r.y Togo en- 


abled the Japanese to score so bril- 
liantly against the 
Russians in th« 


many land battles that have since oc- 
curred. Generals 
Oku and Nogi are 


the men who have hammered at the 
gates of Port Arthur energetically 
and unceasingly until now TCogl practi- 
cally has the prize in Ills grasp. 


For Russia the so-called eastern Gib- 


raltar has proven the grave of many 


an illustrious leader and fighter, ami 
has proven an equally deep-grave.for 
the reputation of other leaders heret<5- 
fore considered incomparable.

ity. No less than half a dozen of the 
Czar's vessels have teen lost as the

harbor by Japanese, and in a coapte 
of instances by the Russians them- 
selves. 
- ^Tfie-ftrst instatrt#TH1t&flBrig line ot 
occurrences which mark the histoiy of 
the siege of the Pi.rt was the night tor« 
pedo attack on the Russian vessels by i 
the Japanese on Feb. 10. In this fight, 
if it may be termed a fight, the TCus- 
sian battleships Retvlzan. Czarewiten 
Poltava and the cruisers Pallada, Doy- 
arin, NOVJK I'iana and Askold were ail 
damaged, but the three first mentioned 
so seriously that they had to be beaca- 
ed to prevent them from sinking. The 
Japanese Ktiffered damages to three 
torpedo bo&ts. 


Following ouickly on this reverse to 


the Russians came the sinking of the 
torpedo transport Ycneset Jn Port Ar- 
thur harbor. She was laying mines to 
prevent the Japanese from entering 
the harbor and struck one of her own 
mines, being destroyed and sunk. A 
few days later,, on Feb. 10, the Russian 
cruiser Boyarin suffered a ^ike fate, 
striking one of the mines which were 
not mapped out. 


On February 23 the Japanese fleet 


began its series of bombardments of 
the harbor defenses. 
Their 
number 


cannot be given for the reason that 
they have been so numerous thav even 
official records do net contain them. 


On Feb. 26 an attempt was made by 


the Japanese to land marines to the 
rear of the Port, but the Russian land 
forces were watching for such an evenc 
and the Mikado's men wer emet wiCi 
a terrific fire and had to abandon the 
attempt. The Japanese fleet then set- 
tled downt o the long siege 
before 


them, their main efforts seeming to 
be to prevent the Russian vessels from 
escaping from their bottled up station. 
To this end ships were sent into the 
channel on March 7 and at frequent in- 
tervals thereafter 
the effort was re- 


peated, in each case some little space 
teing closed, but in no case the whole 
channel. Then came a breathing spell, 
in which each side took a second wind 
On March 30 Admiral Jfakaroff, prob- 
ably thinking that by their Jong silence 
the Japanese fleet manifested a disin- 
clination to force matters, 
began a 


series of sorties from the harbor, on 
each occasion going further from an- 
chorages than before. 
He made one 


sortie too many, however, and on April 
12, his flagship the Pctropavlovsk, was 
blown to atoms, the admiral hlmselt 
being numbered among those whose 
lives paid the price of his foolhardi- 
r.ess. As to the cause of the explosion 
there has never been an agreement.

The next event of primal importances 


was thiv landing of Japanese troops ar 
Pitsewo on May 5 which marked ihf» 
beginning of the end, though the latter- 
was ?till a long way off. 
On the morn* 


ing of that date a number of Japanese 
transports guarded by warships sailed 
along the coast of Loai Tung peninsu- 
la until Pitsewo was reached, each un- 
der protection of a heavy fire, boat 
lead after boat load of soldiers was 
landed, and Port Arthur 
effectually 


cut off by laud. Reinforcements were 
quickly added, the main batch goin? 
ashore at Kai Chow on May 17: Here 
-.again Japanese warships guarded the 
coast while the disbarkation was in 
progress. The march cf this force 
was begun to the south and a com- 
bination with those previously landed 
effected. On May 22 this combined 
force under General Oku made a bril- 
liant attack on Nanshan Hill, occupy- 
ing thcposition after a fight lasting 
two days, in which appalling sacrifices 
of life were made. 


Shortly after this, Oku with a por- 


tion of the force, marched to the norta 
and it was thought for a time that the 
assault on Port Arthur was to be post- 
poned. This however, was not in the 
minds of the Japanese olBcials. ror on 
June v, the force 
remaining in the 


neighborhood having been reinforced 
by further landings, made an attack on 
Kwang Tung Heights, the first line of 
outer forts, and captured the positions. 
The Japanese in the meantime had oc- 
cupied Dalny and were now in an ex- 
cellent position to- force the combina- 
tion when they so desired. Little by 
little the lines about the fortress were 
drawn closer, each point gained mean- 
ing thv loss of many valuable lives 
and the 
expenditure 
of 
enormous 


amounts of ammunition. The advance 
ccnlimiec! until on August 21, the Jap- 
anese lunil forces had reached and oc- 
cupied Atiiec-han fort and the parade 
ground, on the immediate outskirts of 
the inner fortress and the final demol- 
ition of tho enemy's work began. At 
that time it looked as thouga a uay or 
so would lell the tale of the Japanese 
objective gained. There was nowever. 
the indomitable coivage of General 
StoesFel and his heroic Russian troops 
to bo taken into consideration, and 
.now two months have passed without 
the subjugation of the Port becoming a 
reality. Since the middle of Septem- 
ber, assault after assault has tieen de- 
livered against the fortress. 
A Japan- 


ese success would be scored on'y to 
be follmved by an attack by 1he Rus- 
sians, l.rilliant in Ihe extreme, whict1. 
would dislodge the Japanese from the 
positiorf they had taken. This contim 
ued until a fortnight ago. when the en- 
tire Japanese force was 
concentrated 


against tho ridge of hills marking the 
eastern and northeastern 
boundaries 


of tha fortress. 
Hill after hill was 


taken by General Nogi's men, until to- 
day the little garrison of Port Arthur 
is said to have been worn nown to 
the point where nothing remains but 
surrnetler. 


The courage displayed by General 


Stoessel and his men has been of the 
highest order. With little food with 
sickness laying 
many of tbem Tow, 


with improper sanitary arrangements 
and driven to the point of depseratioii 
they have yet rallied about their lead- 
er and the flag of the Czar and in the 
face 
bf overwhelming 
odds have 


thrown back the repeated attacks of 
the island fighters. 


Tho feet in the meantime, had not 


been idle. 
Bombardments had been 


continued, each inflicting some clam- 
age on tho Russian defending force. 
The Russians vessels, too iiad made 
several sorties, accompanied by tae 
usual hard luck ,as it was termed. The 
gur. boat Gilyak on June C struck a 
tcrpcdo and sunk ,and several otrjor- 
vefsels had narrow t-scapes. The Jap- 
anese, too. had suffered, the 
cruise* 


Yoshina ha\ing been rammed by an- 
other Japanese vessel and the cruise> 
Itsu'kush'.rr'ii damaged by striking a 
mine. The t:ii De-ship Yashlma also 
struck a nine and sank. 


On August 1C the Russian fleet pass- 


ed out of practical efficiency in dram^ 
tic fashion. A sortie was made from 
the Port with the flagship Ozarewitch 
leading. It was amif.erable failure, i'or 
Japanese searchlights soon disclosed 
Ihe attempt and a terrific sea fi?ht fol- 
lowed. The Czarewitch and a torpedo 
boat in a sinking condition accompan- 
ied by the cruiser Novik. tnar'e for 
Tsing Tau in Kiao-Chow bav. Admiral 
WHtgert. commanding the Czarewiteh. 
was killed and a number of his offi- 
cers wounded. Subsequently the Czare- 
witch and torpedo boat dismantled and 
will remain in the German port until 
the end of hosti'ities. The Novik left 
within 2^ hours only to be met by Jap- 
anese vessels off Saghalien and sunx. 
The cruiser Diana escaped. The cn:;s- 
er Afeko'd with a torpedo 
boat took 


refu.ee at Shanghai, where they nave 
since dismantled, and the torpedo de- 
stroyer Reschitelni martc for 
Chpfoo, 


where she too dismantled. This boat 
was later captured 
by the Japanese 


who entered the harbor at Chefoo and 
seized her.

Sen- 
ator Foraker wired: "Heartiest con- 
gratulations upon our unprecedented 
victory, and to'-ypu for your conspic- 
uous part in it."i 


President Roojfcevelt's plurality in 


Ohio is 250,805. ,^As fast as later re- 
turns were heard'the Republican plur- 
ality jumped higher, until the 250,000 
mark was reache 1 and passed. Of 
the 33 states whj h Roosevelt carried 
Ohio is second la the size of its plur- 
ality. It is outdi itanced by Pennsyl- 
vania alone, whih [Illinois is third and 
New York fourtfi : 


Belated return* placed in the Re- 


publican column -fhe Democratic coun- 
ties of Coshocton'and Sandusky, while 
Wyandot, which was thought to have 
been captured, sflpped back into the 
Democratic coluiin.

Russians Will Brook No 


Mediation Now. 


Drowned in a Bucket. 


Versailles. O., Nov. 11—The fifteen

The Czar Experts the Neutral Nations 


to Respect His Wishes in the 


Matter. 


Washington, Nov. 11.—Emphatical- 


ly, but with all courtesy, Russia, 
through her ambassadors abroad, has 
several times informed the neutral 
powers that she will brook no media- 
tion at this time in her war with 
Japan. It can be announced that Rus- 
sia expects her wishes will be re- 
spected by all the powers to which 
she 
has 
communicated her views. 


Count Cassini, the Russian ambassa- 
dor, said: "1 can announce that I have 
very good reason to believe that my 
government's emphatic opposition to 
any mediation at this time will be 
respected and observed by all neutral 
powers." 


Of the suggestions made in Great 


Britain that the United States take 
the lead in a move for intervention, 
the ambassador hesitated to repeat 
what he has 
announced so many 


times, that he has positive assurance 
that this government, while at all 
times ready to offer its services, has 
not the slightest intention to take a 
step toward mediation unless invited 
by both belligerents. The Russian 
government is 
fully 
aware of the 


views of this government on the sub- 
ject, and it is deemed unnecessary at 
the Russian embassy here again to 
announce that it is confident this at- 
titude will be strictly adhered to. 


Lansdowne's Suggestion Unpopular. 
St. Petersburg. Nov. 11.—In official 


circles Lord Lansdowne's veiled sug- 
gestion that the Russo-J ipanese con- 
flict might be settled by arbitration 
finds an unfavorable echo. 
The sen- 


timent prevails stronger than ever 
that Russia's prestige must be vindi- 
cated before the idea of peace can be 
entertained. The mere fact that the 
suggestion comes from Great Britain's 
foreign secretary does not tend to its 
kindly reception here. The firm con- 
viction is expressed thai Lord Lans- 
downs's suggestion could not__have 
been the result of an understanding 
between the British and French gov- 
ernments, it being stated that the 
Russian view of the situation is too 
well known to her ally to make it 
possible that sh-j could have been 
privy to such a move. The general 
opinion is that Lord Lansdowne's sug- 
gestion was in the nature of a per- 
sonal trial balloon. 


At the Front. 


Iluansian (10 miles south of Muk-

FOLLOWS FIGHT 


WITH OFFICERS 


Brother of a Victim is on 


a Rampage. 


Shoots and Kills 
Sheriff of Fayettfl 


County, W. Va.. Murders Another 


and Escapes, 


Huntington, W. Va., Nov. 11.—Fay- 


ette county is excited as never before 
over a double murder, following ths 
killing of Constable W. A, Jackson by 
Policeman Will Elliott of Montgom- 
ery. 
In a quarrel between the two 


officers Jackson was shot and killed* 
Harvey Jackson, a brother of W. A. 
Jackson, 
and two other brothers 


armed themselves and started out to 
"clean up" the entire police force of 
the town, which is a small hamlet 
near Fayette. A telephone messaga 
was sent to Sheriff Daniels of Fayetta 
county to come to Montgomery at 
once, as bloodshed was certain. Just 
as Daniels stepped from the train ha 
saw Harvey Jackson lounging near 
the station. Without drawing his re- 
volver the sheriff 
walked over 'to 


Jackson 
and, placing his hand on 


Jackson's shoulder, told him to leave 
town under penalty of being arrested. 
Jackson without a word fired twice 
point blank at the sheriff. The sheriff 
dropped to the ground, dying instant- 
ly. John Rolf, a prominent citizen of 
the town, witnessed the talk between 
Daniels and Jackson. 
Throwing ~up 


his hands he advanced toward Jack* 
son to remonstrate with him and to 
help Daniels. Jackson 
turned 
and 


shot Rolf dead. Then, reloading hi3 
revolver and drawing another from 
his pocket, he defied any one to take 
him. 
The other Jackson boys came 


into town and% for half an hour the 
three paraded" the streets, firing re- 
volvers and defying the town. 
The 


streets were deserted and not an offi- 
cial dared to make his appearance. 


In the meantime Detective Harrison 


Ash, reputed to be the gamest man in, 
West Virginia, and -who lives near 
Montgomery, was telephoned for. Ha 
was seen coming down the roadway, 
from Montgomery by the Jacksons; 
and they started on a run for the 
mountain base near by and escaped in 
the woods. After Ash haJ-tM»en the 
murderers to the mountains the citi- 
zens plucked up courage and swarmed 
into the streets, heavily armed.

posse of 200 men was quickly organ- 
ized, and under tbe leadership of Asli 
and other police they started beating 
the woods for the Jacksons.
